The 
activities that are put on and 
the response we get do not 
come from an apathetic cam- 
pus. The fact that the ma- 
jority of our students are 
under 21 years of age serves 
to provide a somewhat non- 
intellectual and flippant at- 
titude that is mistaken as 
apathy when there is a lack 
of response to Student So- 
ciety Meetings and Debating 
competitions. It must also be borne in mind that when one 
compared our lack of the now prevalent 'Protest' spirit exhi- 
bited in Universities such as U.C.L.A. that these people re- 
present a small proportion of the total population* They are 
usually fanatics or members of the lunatic fringe; few of which 
we have here because of our small population. 

Ah Spirit! - another one of those nebulous topics that 
people at Mac are always vociferously poking at. The thing 
that amuses me is that there is never a concensus as to what 
spirit is. A conversation will go something like this, *'The 
Sophs are a dead bunch; we Seniors have much more Spirit!". 
At this point I am forced to ask the verbal combatants their 
own definition of spirit. A few replies may be, ^'Residence is 
so dead, there are no 'good times' like the old days" - or, 
''How many classes have a class cheer & how many members 
know them?*' There are a few more in the same vein but real- 

is this the 'soirit' thot we ore seorching for? 

There is at present considerable rethinking on the part of 
faculty and students on the subject of our image. I would sug- 
gest that the metamorphosis of spirit on campus is due in part 
to this rethinking and will to a large degree determine the 
new image. Not until the Student Government and campus or- 
ganizations deteriorate because of a really spiritless and real- 
ly apathetic bunch, will I consider spirit to have fled. I re- 
cognize the necessity for the noisy type of comradie and 
spirit but let us not confuse this for or with the main issue. 
As Ernest Hemmingway once said, "Never mistake movement 
for action". 

Now that you, the Freshmen and returning students, are 
approaching the kick-off time, let us see if we can in some 
way assist the ball carriers and avoid too many fumbles.

The Joint Athletics Exe- 
cutive Committee was founded 
both to co-ordinate co-edu- 
cational activities at Macdon- 
ald College and to act as a co- 
ordinating body of the Men's 
and Women's Athletic As- 
sociations. The Committee, as 
its name suggests, is com- 
posed of executive members 
of the two athletic associations 
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on campus, the M.A.A. and the 
W.A.A. The presidents of the 
co-ed clubs and several honor- 
ary non-voting members also 
sit on the Committee. 

The J.A.E.C. came into be- 
ing because of the need at Mac 
for a more social type of athle- 
tic recreation. Co-education- 
al athletic clubs and activities 
fill this need, but the scale of 
'the MAA and WAA interclass 
and intercollegiate program- 
mes prevents them from taking 
on this function. However, 
since the members of these 
associations are most familiar 
with the possiblities for athle- 
tic activity on campus, it was 
felt that an organization com- 
posed of members of both 
would be best suited to start 
and supervise a co-education- 
al athletic programme. By 
having the presidents of each 
club sit as members, with the 
right to vote on matters per- 
taining to his or her club, J.A. 
E.C. assures each club maxi- 
mum attention concerning its 
budget, equipment and facili- 
ties. 

At present four co-ed clubs 
- Curling, Badminton, Riflery 
and Fencing - come under J.A. 
E.C. supervision. In addition 
to the four presently opera- 
ting clubs, JAEC hopes this 
year to incorporate mixed 
swimming and archery. Let's 
have some of you freshmen 
out supporting these activi- 
ties. JAEC also organizes the 
Tabloid Meet, Hockey Mara- 
thon, and the Athletic Banquet. 

The success of our efforts 
to co-ordinate and to provide 
more and improved sporting 
facilities depends on the 'new 
blood' , so get involved with a 
club and participate.
